A Decree of the Kings Counſel of State, concerning Coit-n Linnen-Cloth, Printed in Eaſt-India, or Painted inthe Kingdom; and other China and 
India Silks, Stuffs, apd Flower'd with Gold and Silver, Given the 20th of Offober, 1686, Extracted out of the Regiſter 
of the Council of State. 


HE King being informed, That the great quantity of Cotten Linnen-Cloth, printed in Ez#-[2;z, or painted in the Kingdom, and other Chiza and India Silk, Stuffs, and 
Flower'd with Gold and Silver, have not only given occaſion ot Tranſporting out of the Kinglom many Vill:ons, but alto have diminiſhed the Manufactures of old eſta- 
bliſhed in France, for the making of Silk, Woollen, Linnen and Hemp-Stufls; and at the lame time the Ruin and (Zeſtruction of the Working-People, who by want of Work, 
having no Occupation nor Subſiſiance for their Families,are gone our of the Kingdom. The which being needful to provide a Remedy for,and tor that effect to hinder the Courſe and 
Sale in the Kingdom of the ſaid painted Linnen-Cloth,and [2474 and C51zz4 Silks and Stufts, reverthelels granting to the Owners a reatonable time chat chey may {ell rhem ; _— 
heard the Report of Monſieur /e Pe//etier, Counſellor Ordinary of the King's Royal Count, and Comptroller-General of che Finances ; his Maejeity in his Countel hath ordered, 
and doth order, That from the, beginning of the Day of the Publication of the preſent Dedaration, all the Mamifactures citabi.fhed in the Kingdom for Painting of the White 
Cotten Linnen-Cloth ſhall be aboliſhed, and the Moulds ſerving to the Printing of them ſlall be broke and deftroy'd. His Majelty doth torbid, molt expreily, the re-eſtabliſhing 
hereof; alſo to his Subjeas the Painting of the ſaid Linnen-Cloth ; and to the Engravers tle making of any Moulds, {erving to rhe faid ImpreFon, under the Penalty of lofing the 
faid Cloths, Moulds and other Utenſils, and three thouſand Livers Fine, perionally paid and Without d:imunition ; one third part tothe intormer, the tecond part tothe Hoſpitals 
of the Place, and the third to the Farmers of the Revenue. And as concerning the paintedLinnen-Cloth, and other Ch1:4 and J47a Silk, Stutts, and Flower'd with Gold and S1lver, 
his Majeſty hath granted, and doth grant {to the laſt of Decrzwver 1657. next) tO the Merclants and others, the Permiſſion of Seliing them a> they [nal think fit: The faid time 
being expired, his Maqjeity dot forbid to all Perſons, of what ( Wuality and Condition whitloever they ate, tie Expolingand ihe ScHing thereof : and to the Particulars the Buying 
ereof, doth order, That thoſt found in all Warc-Houſes an! 5hops ſhail be burnt, and the Proprietors condemned to rhe like Fine of three thouſand Livers, paid as abovetaid.
